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The Florida State Parks and His- 
toric Memorials were selected and 
acquired for the use, enjoyment 
and benefit of the people of 
Florida, for our nearby neighbors 
and for those who come to see us. 
Many who visit Florida sooner or 
later make It their home. Regard- 
less of where you are from, or how 
long you have been here or plan to stay, the Florida 
Board of Parks and Historic Memorials extends to you 
a cordial welcome. 

The following are some items of information which 
we hope will help make your State Park visit more 
enjoyable. 

FACILITY FEE. In order to provide additional buildings 
and improvements and to aid in the operation of our 
parks, o fee of 50c per car or $2,06 per bus is charged 
at most of our parks. Where this fee is charged and 
where boat launching ramps are provided, an addi- 
tional 50c is charged for boats and trailers. 



PICNICKING, SWIMMING, FISHING. No charge is 
made for these recreational activities. A state fishing 
license is required for fresh water fishing. 

OVERNIGHT CAMPING. A number of our state parks 
provide overnight camping facilities. Included in each 
campground are complete modern sanitary facilities 
and most sites are supplied with picnic tobies and 
grills. Some campgrounds have electrical outlets. 
Camping fee is $2.06 per night per campsite. Elec- 
tricity, if used, is 25c per night. No campsites are re- 
served and all are available on a first come first 
served basis.

BOATING. Boats are rented at Gold Head Branch, 

Hillsborough River, and Myakka River. Check with 
the personnel of these Parks as to hourly and daily 
rental. Glass-bottom boat trips available at John 
Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park. 

MUSEUMS, EXHIBITS. Admission charged to the 
Gamble Mansion museum is 26c for adults. Children 
are admitted free. Interpretive exhibits at Dade Bat- 
tlefield at Bushnell, State Constitution at Port St. Joe, 
Dr. John Gorrre at Apalachicola, Florida Caverns, 
Fort Clinch, Highlands Hammock, O'Leno, Cedar Key, 
Bulow Ruins, and Olustee Battlefield are free. 



NATURE TRAILS. These have been well prepared. 
Trees, shrubs, and flowers are well marked by our 
Botanist and special items and points of interest 
have been marked. Nature museums are main- 
tained at Florida Caverns, O'Leno, Myakka River, 
and Highlands Hammock. 

PICNIC RESERVATIONS. If picnic facilities are re- 
served through the Park Superintendent for "after 
closing hours" use, an extra or special fee of $5.15, 
is required. 

We hope you enjoy your visits to our State Parks 
and will plan to return often. We are sorry but no 
pets are allowed to remain in the Parks overnight. 
All prices listed in this publication include State sales 
tax and are subject to change without notice. 

LITHO ARTS-MIAMI FLORIDA 



SUWANNEE RIVER, and the equally beautiful Withla- 
coochee make this area scenically delightful. Old Con- 
federate earthworks near picnic area. Springs feed and 
enhance beauty of fabulous river. Overnight camping 
areo. Nature trails. Between Madison and Live Oak. 

COLLIER-SEMINOLE, a portion of mysterious Big Cypress 
near the Everglades and almost the northern natural limit 
of the stately Royal Palm. Seminole villages nearby. 
Peculiar plants, trees, and fauna of a water laden world 
may be viewed. Picnicking, camping, and boat marina. 
Near Naples. 




FLORIDA CAVERNS, exquisite caverns, lighted, guide 
service. Disappearing river, large spring, and excellent 
nine-hole golf course. Green fee is $2.58 per day. Beau- 
tiful spring flowers. Tour of Caverns is $1.55 for adults 
and 26c for children. Camping, picnicking, and nature 
trails. Near Marianna. 

HUGH TAYLOR BIRCH, has a glistening beach on the 
Atlantic, quiet lagoons and inland waterways for canoe- 
ing and fishing. Excellent ocean beach. Picnic areas. 
Youth camp available to organized young peoples' 
groups. In Fort Lauderdale. Three mile scenic railroad, 50c 
per person.

ST. ANDREWS, features pure white dunes along bordering 
Gulf of Mexico and Grand Lagoon. Favorite for salt water 
fishing. Picnic shelter and concession building. Camping 
area on Grand Lagoon, Boat ramp and dock near camp- 
ing area. Youth camp available for organized groups. 
Small grocery near camping area. Near Panama City. 

HILLSBOROUGH RIVER, is spring fed and flows through □ 
forest of graceful palms, live oak, pine, and hardwoods 
of great beauty. Noted 'for abundance and variety of 
birds and plant life. "Swinging Bridge" spans river to 
nature trails. Picnicking, camping, swimming, rental 
boots, and nature frails. Near Zephyrhills. 



FORT CLINCH, ante-bellum, beautiful brickwork. Excellent 
museum; on historic Amelia Island, held under eight flags. 
On ocean, Cumberland Sound and Amelia River. Boat 
ramp. Recreation lodge may be rented for $25.75 per 
day. Picnicking, camping, fishing, and nature trails. Near 
Fernandina Beach. 

MANATEE SPRINGS, one of the major U.S. springs, 49,000 
gallons per minute, flows into the famous Suwannee 
River, 1,000 feet away, A combination boardwalk and 
boat dock leads to the river. Named after large aquatic 
mammals once common here. Camping, picnicking, swim- 
ming, boat ramp, and fishing. Near Chiefland, 



MYAKKA RIVER, and lakes are nationally noted for vari- 
ety and quantity of aquatic and other birds, large rook- 
eries. Also for huge flocks of turkey, deer, racoon, alli- 
gators, etc., in abundance and unafraid. Area said to 
resemble African veldt. Camping, rental boats, picnick- 
ing, fishing, family vacation cottages. Near Sarasota. Tours 
available. 



TORREYA, named for tree native only to area within 
twenty miles of ante-bellum Gregory House located on 
high bluff above Apalochicola River. Confederate gun 
pits, old river boat landing; high hills, interesting botan- 
ically, historically, and scenically. Camping, picnicking, 
and nature trails. Near Bristol. 




ANASTA5IA, an island where coquina for nearby Castillo 
de San Marcos was quarried and Ribault and Huguenots 
were slaughtered. Nearby is Fort Matanias and St. Au- 
gustine Lighthouse. Interesting high white dunes and 
seashore growth. Picnicking, camping and swimming. Near 
St. Augustine. 



JONATHAN DICKINSON, of shipwreck fame landed near 
here. High white sand hills dominate old Camp Murphy 
area. Loxahatchee River is famous for wildlife, scenery, 
and fishing. Boat launching ramp on river. Kitchen Creek 
is scenic gem. Between Jupiter and Hobe Sound. 



O'LENO, was site of old town; on beautiful Santa Fe River 
which disappears under the ground within park. Grace- 
ful bridge spans river. Well-equipped youth camp with 
dining hall, recreation hall, crafts building, cabins. Pic- 
nicking, camping, swimming, fishing, and nature trails. 
Near High Springs. 



HIGHLANDS HAMMOCK, noted for abundant, easily ob- 
served wildlife, from famous "catwalks" through ham- 
mack. Subtropical plants, shrubs, and trees of great vari- 
ety. Nature study trails. Guided Tour is 78c for adults, 
26c for children. Picnicking and camping. Near Sebring. 




BAHIA HONDA, situated on famous Florida Keys just 
beyond the seven-mile bridge. Picnic shelters, concession 
building, boat basin, ramp and docks. Excellent beach for 
swimming. Overnight campground near the swimming area. 
Boats and refreshments available. 



TOMOKA, is where the river of the same name empties 
into the Halifax; both beautiful but different. Indian legend 
of Tomokie portrayed in statuary created by Fred Dana 
Marsh, Subtropical forest growth. Boot ramp and basin, 
fishing, picnicking, camping and nature trails. Near Ormond 
Beach. 



MACLAY GARDENS, fascinates lovers of beauty by man- 
made and natural blending of native and exotic flowers, 
shrubs and trees. Admission when the Gardens are opened 
is $1.03 per car. Gardens opened form October 15 to 
June 1. Admission off season is 50c per car. Lcke Hall rec- 
reation area open year round. Near Tallahassee. 

JOHN PENNEKAMP CORAL REEF, part of only living coral 
reef formation in North America. Approximately 75 
square miles of protected ocean waters. Features nume- 
rous tropical fish, 40 species of living coral. Camping, 
picnicking, boat launching, glass bottom boat trips avail- 
able at headquarters site on Key Largo. 



GOLD HEAD BRANCH, has a beautiful ravine,- old mill 
site, lovely lakes, in hill section. Popular swimming area, 
bathhouse. Also excellent fishing, picnicking, family vaca- 
tion cabins, and overnight camping. Boat ramp. Near 
Keystone Heights. 

FORT PICKENS, on end of historically famous Santa Rosa 
Island where Spanish forts and City of Pensacola once 
stood. Ruins of old Ft. Pickens; ten, 1890-1942 coast de- 
fense fortifications. Battle of Santa Rosa Island battle- 
field within park. Camping, picnicking, swimming, and 
fishing. 5outh of Pensacola. 



OIUSTEE BATTLEFIELD, 5,500 Federals, 1,961 casualties; 
5,400 Confederates, 946 casualties. Major Confederate 
victory. Greatest battle of War Between the States in 
Florida. Museum has displays depicting bottle and news- 
paper accounts of the action. At Olustee. 



DADE BATTLEFIELD, where Major Francis L. Dade's com- 
mand was ambushed and massacred by the Semiraoles 
while enroute from Fort Brook to Fort King. Recreation 
lodge rental $10.30 per day. Picnic and playground facili- 
ties. Museum, At Bushnell. 



FORT GEORGE HISTORIC SITES, includes the buildings of 
the plantation of Zephaniah Kingsley on Fort George Is- 
land; the Rollins Bird and Plant sanctuary; the Huguenot 
Memorial on Xalvis Island; and Yellow Bluff Fort used by 
Federals and Confederates. Near Jacksonville, 



BATTLE OF NATURAL BRIDGE, here Confederate forces 
under General Miller repulsed a Federal force from St. 
Marks and thereby prevented its march to Tallahassee. 
Monument. Picnic facilities. Fishing. Near Woodville. 
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NORTH LITTLE TALBOT ISLAND, has wide smooth bathing 
beach on Atlantic Ocean; bordered by Myrtle Creek and 
Fort George River, Playgrounds and beautiful high sand 
dunes. North end has patmefto, cedar, pine, and oak 
forest. Picnicking and refreshment center. North of Jack- 
sonville. 

STATE CONSTITUTION MEMORIAL, site of the meeting 
place of the first State Constitution Convention. Interest- 
ing exhibits in museum. Diarama of the signing of the 
first Constitution. At Port St. Joe. 



GAMBLE MANSION, where Confederate Secretary of 
State, Judah P. Benjamin, was hidden from Federal troops. 
From this area he left the United States to live in Eng- 
land. Excellent collection of ante-bellum furniture and 
artifacts. Tour of mansion 26c for adulfs, children free. 

DR. JOHN GORRIE MEMORIAL, this museum houses a 
replica of the first ice making machine; invented by Dr. 
Gorrie in his quest for artificial room cooling machine. 
Other displays show scenes of early Apalachicola. At 
Apalachicola. 




BULOW PLANTATION RUINS, or 

Bulow Creek. Portions of the mill 
sfill exist. Free Museum. Near Bun- 
nell and Flagler Beach. 

CEDAR KEY, museum provides ex- 
hibits and displays of this former 
bustling Gulf Coast port. Boat 
basin and dock. At Cedar Key. 



FALLING WATERS, State Road 77A, three miles south 
of Chipley. Spacious picnic area. Nature trails lead 
to interesting views of lime sink holes. Overlook plat- 
form provides rare sight of a Florida waterfall. 

FAVER DYKES, near Bunnell. Noted for excellent fish- 
ing in Pellicer Creek adjacent to this park. Well kept 
picnic area. 

FLAGLER BEACH, near Flagler Beach. Well kept picnic 
ground and newly constructed boat launching ramp. 
Excellent fishing, 

FORT GADSDEN, site of abandoned British fort, oc- 
cupied by renegades and destroyed by American 
forces in 1816. Picnicking and fishing. Near Sumatra. 

GREEN MOUND, another "kitchen midden" on At- 
lantic Coast. Near Port Orange. 

KORESHAN, at Estero. Community established by the 
Koreshon Unity, a religious sect, in the late 1800s. 
Buildings constructed by these pioneers still in use. 
Interesting exotic and native plant life. Group tours 
by appointment. Excellent fishing in the Estero River 
or nearby Gulf. 

LAKE GRIFFIN, at Fruitland Park. Spacious oak shaded 
picnic area. Overnight camping permitted. Large 
paved parking area and boat ramp. Marina and 
channel to Lake Griffin provide excellent fishing 
opportunities. 

MADIRA BICKEL MOUND, where Indians camped. 
Archaelogically interesting. At Terra Ceia Island off 
US 19 south of Sunshine Skyway. 



NEW SMYRNA SUGAR MILL, coquina ruins, early 
large scale sugar making. At New Smyrna Beach. 

OSCAR SCHERER, entrance on US 41 near Osprey. 
South Creek provides excellent fishing. Well kept pic- 
nic area. 

THREE RIVERS, near Sneads. Spacious picnic area 
fronting on Lake Seminole. Newly constructed over- 
night camping area. Boat launching ramps adjacent 
to park. Fishing available. 

TURTLE MOUND, one of the largest Indian "kitchen 
middens" on Atlantic Coast of U. S. Composed of 
shell and residue. South of New Smyrna Beach. 

WASHINGTON OAKS GARDENS, near Marineland. 
Formerly a winter estate of a northern industrialist. 
Excellent Atlantic Ocean swimming area, picnic fa- 
cilities, nature trails and fishing. Garden features 
many exotic and native plants and shrubs. 

YULEE SUGAR MILL, and part of sugar making 
machinery built by David Levy Yulee, U. S. Senator and 
Confederate leader. Picnic shelters. At Homosassa. 

FRANK B. BUTLER, is situated on the Atlantic. Excellent 
swimming beach, picnic shelters and bathhouse. Near 
Crescent Beach. 

JOHN C. BEASLEY, provides an excellent beach on the 
Gulf of Mexico. Beautiful combination building and 
picnic shelters. Near Fort Walton Beach. 



SOUTH LITTLE TALBOT, has wide 
smooth beach on Atlantic. Excel- 
lent combination bathhouse - res- 
taurant-recreation hall. Play- 
grounds and ocean fishing pier. 
North of Jacksonville. 

MAGNOLIA LAKE, Beautiful lake, 
pine-shaded picnic area. Fishing 
dock, swimming area and boat 
launching ramp. Near Keystone 
Heights.
